fewas inínguing. in the Ariel School invesíigation (UFO AFRÍNEWS N°s. 11 
and 12), whea severaì ofthe chiìdren mentioned that the two smali men m shiny 
black suits, appeared to move in slow cnotioi! At the time s I could not recall 
any cíher evidence ofthis slow motior eflfect, but subsequently I have been able 
to place several references. In fect, in my fírst book, UFOs-AFRICAN 
ENCOUNTERS, I recalled íhat Danie vati Graan of Loxton (a case which I 
have nominated as the best case of my UFO mvolvement - certainly for 
physical evidencef) had mentioned the same effect. 

Dame went to check up on his sheep kraal (enclosure) on the cold, misty 
moming of July 31 d , 1975. As he topped a three-metre earthen wall whích 
protected the viliage of Loxton from a possible overflow of their reservoir - on 
a hii! behind the village - he saw what he thought was a caravan on his land. 

At first he assumed it was govemment prospectors ìooking for uramum, as they 
were in the area, but as he came closer he saw four men inside, apparentiy 
examining an instrument. He said, ‘They were a bit on the small side; in foct, 
they vvere rather thin and paie.' But his most interesting comment was that 
although they were moving about, iheir movements were in slow motion. 

To emphasize even forther that this is not an isolated mcident, I quote from a 
letter from Gloria Dixon, who is the investigating officer for BUFOR A, the 
largest Britisb UFO group This particular case is an on-gomg investigation 
by Paul Ascough and I am gratefiil to him and to Glona for ailowing me to use 
thís as an example. 

The mcident occurred on the 15* July, 1995 in West Yorkshire, U.K. There 
were four witnesses: a husband and wife and their niece and boy-friend, having 
a harbecue tn the back garden The husband noticed some flashing lights about 
lOOft up. He also saw a beam of light shoct out. The object dropped nearer 
and then moved down a vailey. He later recalíed a ‘fiinny moon in the sky. 
The object was going down bv the trees and everything seemed to be in slow 
motion. TTie husband also had fragmented memones of his niece running 
towards the barbecue m slow motion. 
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Tbis is otil} a very bnefquoíe from the whole case which has been thoroughly 
investigated. But I wanted to pomt out the sigmficance of the slow motion. 
what couldthis possibly mean? Obviously, somethmg to do with r«me, with 
differag timesfor ‘them' and for ‘us’ 

As oor seasoned readers wiU know, I have aìways felt that UFOs come íirom 
another Dmension, or another Trme, and not necessanly fiom other physical 
pianets. But as you aiso all realise, this is merely conjecture, for despite the 
differing hypotheses put forward by so many ufòiogists, not one of us rea.iy 
knows the answer! 

In UFO MAGAZINE, Vol. 12, N° 1(1997) pp.33/34 1 there is a very mteresting 
article by Robext T Leach reporting his mterview with BilS Tanner, a retired 
eaigmeer who has worked csi altemative energy systems for a numberot yeara 
Tanner points out how several scientists over the centuries have said st wou 
be impossible to achieve ceitain levels, i.e. heavier than air fhght was 
impossibie; the speed of sound could never be exceeded; space could not be 
reached due to Eartli’s gravity, and so forth. But in the end, technoiogy 
advanced and the experts were provec wrong. 

Now however, we are dealrng with reachsng or exceedmg the speed of Light. 
But, says Tanner, ‘as we reach towards this speed, the energy ueeded ío 
produce this speed also makes us or the ship produce more mass. From ~5 /»- 
75% this mass is measurable; but after 75% neariy all the energy used to 
propeí íhe ship causes an exponentral mcrease in mass The more massive the 
ship becomes , the more energy is needed to propel it. ’ 

Thus, at 99% of the speed of hght, rt becomas so enonnous and wouid take 
masses of energy to move rt, so it just becomes stuck where it is. 

Also as the ship becomes more massive, the crew wouid have to acceierate 
slowly, as quick acceleration could crnsh the crew and even perhaps tear the 
ship apart The same would apply to deceieration of the craft. Time itseif 
would siow down, even though the crew would not notice this.

But, says Taimer, when they retumed to Earth, they would find familyand 
friends iong dead and gone!

Welì, says Tanner, there might be a way around this law, which mvolves 
gravity. Gravity keqis our feet. on the ground and the planets in place around 
the sun. 

‘Gravity’, says Tanner, ‘is produced by every bit of matter m the Umverse,’ 

But should the craft be able to neutraìise itseJf from the gravity of the 
Umverse, the ship would have no mass. And anything multiplied by zero is still 
zero. Thus, however fost the craft travelied, inertia, acceleration and 
deceleration would have no effect on craft or crew. Which means that distance, 
and perhaps even Time, wouid be no barrier to exploring tlie whole of our 
Universe, however far away it inight be! 

This is a very Joose summing up of what Bill Tanner has to say; but perhaps 
fbr thcse of you who aie not scientists (as 1 am not!) it mìght give you a sunple 
idea of what we are up against!

David Brown was one of an RLI ‘stick’ when he had a strange and 
imforí’ettable expenence At first, he did not remember it clearly and m fact 
even to-day, it remams vague m many areas But fortunatey, ® 1 
Sytical íd meticulous person, and recorded h,s memones, h,s tnoughts, and 
mghtmansh experiences, m his diary Through a letter to a magazme, he was 
putmtouch vwth me and since then we have kept up a lively and to me, most 
mterestiiig correspondence. 

David 
specificthanL.hecaye, ‘Tnnecountedfornodring .the 
bush Day after day, month after mcnth, ìt was the same.

they were primarily a fest 
reaction force known as Firefbrce. Normaíly, diey did not do patrols so this 
sortie was unusual. 

The onìy thmg Davrd could connect it with was an event that took place after 
they had beai ambushed at night and took a few casuaities One of the walking 
wounded, Twiggs, was half-carried, half-dragged by David through the night 
to safe ground.

The next thing l recall is standing in an empty room. A woman walked in and 
asked me where I’d been. I saìd “Here and there.” She then said, “You must 
not be found here ’” It seemed to David that he had met this woman befbre, but 
he could not place her. 

He then found himself tacmg his double across the room. The double was 
wearing a blue cloak and hood He was glowing and feding in and out of the 
physical. Tlie next thing David recailed was walídng out of the forest wearing 
his double’s blue ctoak with the dwarf by his side He then came upon his 
companicns andtook them with him back into the forest (David says he feels a 
great deal of guilt about this). Then he remembers entering what seemed to be 
a hospital ward. 

There was a long line of beds. Besides being long, the room was also crescent- 
shaped, with the beds filled with people, includmg his colleagues. One ofthem 
said somethmg about David to the man in the next bed David had the 
anpressicn thaí it wasn’t good as the man seemed to have great fear m his eyes 

At the foot of every bed was a container of unknown substance. with body 
parts of people stacked tightlv inside; bloody and homfic There was a man 
David knew standing in front of him with his double creepmg up behind hìm. 
The doubie was holding a large key and he pressed this to the side of David’s 
friend’s temple and said, ‘ít’s your double ’ David’s friend looked very shocked 
by this but David saidto him, ‘Dori’t worry, it’s only your brother,’ although 
David knew it wasn’t his brother they were absolutely identical! 

David said he then felt somethmg pierce his left side, like a sharp mstrument, 
which passed right through him. He was aware at this time, of being seated at 
an obíong table with male and female oriental people. 

[In using the word ‘oriental’, I can’t help feelmg here that David had been 
confronted by some fbrm of alien with wrap-around eyes (of which he was 
unaware at tlie time). - Ed.] 
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Ttiese reopìe produced a ribbon about lOcmsiii widtìi, pushed it rnto hts wound 
and oiíthe ctìier side. Then they joined the two ends together and die nbbon 
soaked up all his blood - even though it remamed white (David was never 
woimded m action) He was then ordered by a man of gieat authonty to repair, 
polish and unprint an orb thathe, David, was carrymg. 

He aiso recalled cotrnng mto conflict with a humanoid reprihan berng from 
whom he sufferoi gRatpain.lt grabbed him by the ihroat, starmg mto his eyes 
and face, mto his very soul, witli fo cyes biack and menacmg. \t was mside^me 
and oaside me at the same time; 1 felt a great empriness and coìdness from it,

n have a report from a woman, RH, who woke one mght to see a reptilian 
humanoid standing by her bed. He was naked and had green scafes al. o\et his 
bS^cSoihúfece, which was clean shaven.

These were mitial memories recalled by David, most of tbem reférring to his 
ftrst abducttoo and hU meeting with these strange iwpto. As 6 * S ” v 
episodical memories crowd throogh h.s mind, aU recorded m his diary, as they 

come to the fbre. 

David, s adamanttìiatallthe records inhis diary wereputtherelongbeforehe 
saw a TV documentary which, he says, made hun reahse that h !S expenences 

rrught very well be UFO expenences 
I am not sure, but I tìunk peihaps it was the video 

was basedon someofBuddHopkms’ casestudies Dayrdsays kcameasa 
shock to discover that the experiences I had were being related by other people 
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Today, David is in his late forties. He is mamed to a lady who ìs a devout 
Catholic and he loves his wií'e very much, ahhough he is deeply huit and 
puzzled by her non-acceptance of what he claims happened to him. He does not 
w-ant publicity or self-aggrandizement, merely to understand what it is all about 
and why he was chosen. 

He says of himself: ‘1 am an honest and sincere person and also religious 1 fed 
strongly that I have nothìng to gam írora lymg, so I only speak the tmth. The 
last thing I want is any kind of spotìight on me ’ 

Fortunately for David, he has a sister who also beheves in him whidi, he says, 
keeps him going in his search for the truth. 

David has very definitive opinions about the ‘aliens’. 

He says, ‘ì have thought long and hard about my treatment in their hands. The 
first thing though, is that I am still alive whiíe others are not.’ 

(I think David is here refemng to the ones dismembered in the transparent 
containers. He says, when ( queried this: ‘They were most definitely 
dismembered. There is no question that “I believed"’ they were dismembered; 
as they certainly were.’ ì also tìiink that this part of the story was noí. an 
indication of the killing of soldiers for their body parts, but some form of 
message to us which we have not yet been able to interpret. - Ed.] 

David goes on, ‘Mv view is that they are manipularive, they wìll say or do 
whatever they have to in order to achieve their ends; they will stop at nothing! 
They wiíl appear fìriendly and reassuring one minute and the very next moment, 
they are throwing some kind of liquid over my lcwer body which bums like acid 
and they won’t stop, no matter how much I plead with them. 

OnJy whoi they’re finished, will they stop. Then they give me some liquid to 
drink, calling it “medicme” and when I’ve drunk the medicine, they lead me to 
a pool of ciystal cìear liqmd and I am told to get in. I do so and am completely 
immersed in it. I am walking in this liquid, submerged, and breathing quite 
normalty as I move about. I am met by a female who takes me by the hand and 
leads me out ’

acid-like lifluid over him) Thís time, the entity proceeded to slash and cut 
David with J large ktufe, as thougli attemptmg to dismemberhuiiDavid say 
t iuststoodthere and aUowed the man to do rt, oniy ío fínd that when the man 
fcad fíaished, he, David, was stiU whole, and completely untouched. 

Thereare other flashes of memory, often typical m UFO abduction cases, of 
which I am sure David is not aware.

David recalls aanding, iookmg a. «hat appeared to M 

dingingtoawaU. Son«onestandingne«tolnmsays Killit Btttherefc^ 

It seemed then to grow to human shape and size. lt was beautiful. It had th 
bod>' ofa woman but was bright, a shming silvery colour with gossamer wmgs 

Another time, David was searcfcing for someone. He didn’t know who, but he 
discovered an abandoned baby. 
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It was tíny and wrapped ín a white clotìr. It was propped upright in a comer 
with haif a loaf of bread lying next to rt 2 The peculiar thing was it had a face 
which had the mixed features of a físh and a human being. A voice from 
somewliere said the child was of undetermined sex. He picked up the baby and 
held it to him. He took the baby with him because he taiew he was the father. 
He wondered who the mother was and where she couid be Was he also the 
mother? If it was his child, how old was rt? Ií was a mere babe in arms, so 
when had they taken him before fbr it to have been conceived? Or were they 
trying to convince him it was his child for purposes of their own? 

When I wrote to David, there were dozens of questions in my mind, but I aiso 
had to be extremely careful not to ask leading questions, or suggest ideas which 
rmght not have been part of his scenario. On the otiier hand, I was also positive 
that he was being absolutely honest; that what he had recorded in his diary was 
done at the time of the memory and not subsequent to his introduction to the 
UFO syndrome. Nevertheless, however sincere one is; however careful, theie 
must be times when we all make mistakes. I’m not sure if I have done so here, 
but I am trying to be as careful as I can. 

David, in answer to my question as to whether they spoke m English, toìd me 
that it was all telepathìc, whether they were facing him, beside him or behind 
him Ahhough I have used the word 'memones’ with regard to David’s recali, 
he lumself pcinted out tliat he felt they were more experiences, and I accept his 
interpretation.

undersmndwhat she wanted. He brushed her aside and even f 1 ® ^at she 
was fbating abovethe ground (which he could not understand) did notdisturb 
him. A little fuither down the path, an onental man came to nim, lemonstratmg 
with him over why he had spuniod the womíin. 

Onenight David waslying awake mbed hwas just after 23:00 hours whenhe 
heard a hummmg, buzzmg sound, very loud and mtmse. ^ smned to be 
peaetrating him, sapping his will to resist. and paralysmg his body. Hewas 
tenifíed as he felt he was being camed away He shouted to his wife for he p. 
He was tryrng to attract her attention with his íeft hand but rt was to no ajf 
David was paralysed! Somehow he managed to bnng himseif ou. of rt but. m 
lus mmd he knew that whatever it was that was gomg to happen would happen 
regardless of his effoits to maintain ccntrol. The next thmg he remembcred 
was bemg transported to some kind cf large, strange-looking object Insidehe 
was met by two humanoids He offered his hand m greetmg as he was not 
afraid He had the impression of a femaie as the hand was small, thm and 
almost transparent. David was afraid he would damage her m some way 
because she looked so fragile. He also noticed that she did not have as many 
fíngers as he did. When he got back home, it was 02.00 hours. 

In conclusion, David says that when he got back to bush-camp after this, to hmi 
terrible experience, herememberednothingat thetime Hehadan rtnageo 
strange event and the unexplained flash of Hght at the back of his mrnd u oi 
years he could not verbalize it. 
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For years he was plagued by terrible flash- backs and unexplained events that 
he knew had happened, somewhere, sometime, m his life. And only now is it 
all begmning to fall into place. Not totaliy, but it is a beginning to explammg 
this fnghtemng mystery that haunts David Brown, every day ofhis !ife! 


OUT OF AFRICA: CAMBODIA, 1971 

This is an extract from an account given to Peter Bostrom and first printed m 
the Oklahoma MUFONEWS, October 1991. There is no proof that it actually 
happened as the soldier, ‘Joe’, has never been identifred but Bostrom has been 
vouched for as a reliable investigator. Unfortunately, we can tell you no more 
than this, but it is relevant here because of our Casc N° 130, and it lias appeared 
m several reputable UFO magazmes 

Joe telìs his story: In Septcmber 1971 he was stationed with the US Army in 
Thailand, in an area called Tonle Sap, just south of where the temples are 
They had been on one mission to sort out some problems and gone back on a 
seardi and destroy mission. The area they were conceined with was where 
insurgents from tìie Khmer Rouge, Pol Pot’s peopie, were operatmg. They had 
created havoc andthe US soldiers werc gomg after a particular group wfien they 
heard noises from a hidden area, which sounded ìike nmnmg equipment They 
came to a cleanng and were surprised to find something unlike anything they 
had seen before! At the time Joe was a Lieutenant and they had 14 Special 
forces and several dozen Thai with them. 

The ‘thing’ they saw was almost sphencal ìn shape, standing on fcur legs. 
There were a number of humanoids around, about 16-21 ofthem. Their skin 
was a grayish-white colour andthey were wearing siíver one-piece suits. Later 
the soldiers found out it was quite a strong matenal, much like a meíalised 
Mylar heat suit. They didiTt notice Joe and his group at first, but then íumed 
towards them 

Some of the humanoids were carrying a type of instrument, but Joe didn’t see 
any weapons. He had a young Coiporal with him, not into combat much, and 
he didn’t react well. 
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One ofthe abenstuiriedtothe Cpi with the instrument in his hand and the Cpi. 
let ioose wsth a short burst of fire from a Brownmg FNFAL. He shot at a 
distance of 30-35ft when it hit the alien who dropped hke a stone, and Joe 
assumesd he was dead. 


[Some nfoiogists believe this was a ‘disinformation’ story and that MJ-12 never 
existed, but to me personaiiy, there seems tc be consistent evidence that such 
a group - whatever its name! - does exist Nevertheless, ì don’t see how ioe in 
Cambodia in 1971 could have known about ití] 


Thev were aìl about l,5m (4'8" or 5*) m herght, very smali people but perfectly 
proportioned. But there was one fellow of l,7m (57”). He tumed to Joe and 
raised his hand, palm out and fingers up m a peacefel gesture. He mnfl have 
realìsed Joe was in charge and waiked over to the Corporal and struck hun on 
the cheek It wasn’t a particularly hard biow' but the Cpl went down like a lirrp 
rag. He recovered quickly and Joe tried to pull him up ? and at the same tune the 
alien wbo had been shot stood up - he looked visibly shaken but wasn t dea ^ 
The tall aliai tumed to Joe again and held his palm up and Joe had a feelmg tha. 
all was well. 


At tiiac point, the ahens packed up their instruments, got mto íhe craft and h left 
almost soundlessly. The craft sat on the ground with four legs on pads which 
retracted into the body of the craft and then lifted straight off the ground, with 
an rnstant burst of speed. 

Joe could not judge the size: anythmg froin 15m (50ft) to 45m (150ft), but it 
was as tail as a five storey building. There was a symboì on the side m black 
paint on a mirrored surface, like a pyramid wrth a Ime drawn under it. The 
itroup then retumed to Base. A feilow from the Provost Marshall s oflice came

OPERATION MAJESTIC 12 by Stanton Friedman, pubhshed by Fund for 
UFO Research, April 1990), when Jaìme Shandera received a roll of 
undeveloped film. When the film was processed, it produced severai 
photographs of documentation relatmg to a group calìed Majestic-12, made up 
ofpromment Americans who formed a top-secret UFO investigative committee.] 



The gnllrng vvent on for several hours and the next 3 to 3 l A weeks were spent 
in their quarters. The men were given Seconai and Scopoiamme, and hypnosis 
was used Joe felt their memones were altered and he is not sure if they saw 
something else, or somethmg worse than they recalìed. Tlie Coiporal was 
removed from the Unit and Joe was later called in to identify a body wbich the 
authorrties told him was the Corporal, but he could not recogmse it. 

TTiere were two other incidents that Joe spoke of but he was not directly 
involved. In one, some soidiers were pinned down and two smati aliens stepped 
out of the woods and threw a small object at them - about the size of a tennis 
bail - wlìich went off with a loud pop and out came a dark gas. It became like 
night and they were able to escape. 

So what ís all this, fact or fantasy? 

I am convmced that David (our Case N° 130) is teiling íhe truth; he ìs terrified 
of the nightmares that penetrate his dreams. He knows that everything that 
happened to iiim has not yet emerged, and he has been absolutely honest about 
what he can recalí and what stiti remams biurred in his memory. He is not 
seekmg pubiicity nor self-aggrandizement; there is no financial benefit in it for 
hrm, so vtiiat wouid be the purpose of lying? He is truiy a soui ín rorment and 
ìs reachmg out to others who understand or who might have shared such ari 
expenence, becausethat always makes it easier!

Ximmy Grear (itot his real name) grew up on a tobacco faim m the Karoi area 
of Zimbabwe Most of his youth was spent at boardmg school and whsu he 
came home for the holidays, his greatest pleasure was going out m the femily 
jeep with his fether to bag smalì game, such as rabbits, duiker and other buck 
Because ofthis,he soon developed a good knowledge of the firearms they used; 
and not only that, but a clear eye for their prey 

Onthis paiticuìar evening, 11-year old Jimmy and his famiíy had eaten supper 
early, and around about 19:00 hours, he and his Dad set off in the Jeep for an 
evenfeg’s himting. By ihen it was quite dark, when suddenly they became 
aware óf a briiliant iight ihuminating the whole of the tobacco bams, the fields, 
and also the trees, as though it was broad daylight 

The point that Jimray particularly noted was that the light did not portray 
colouis, but was pure white, so that everything appeared silver in its brilhance, 
wrth no shadows. Even as he noted this lighting effea, they both saw a craft,

Comets are huge balls of ftozen dm, pushed at some time during their existence 
into making a joumev round the Sun Some of their ingredients, when warmed, 
form mto a cloud of gas millions of kilometres long 

Maria Sullivan and 1 watched it on many evesnings; betieve it or not flrom behind 
lier cottage in the grounds of my home Seen through binoculars, it was a ball 
of white iight with a long, luminous taii. 

At one time there was a lot of mformation on the Intemet about a Saturn-like 
UFO following in the wake of Hale-Bopp Tragicaily, this alìeged UFO also led 
to the suicide of 39 people belonging to the cult group Heavsi’s Gate, who 
were waiting for a mother shìp to collect them and take them to Heaven.

THE HYPOTHESES 

Despite ìdentification of UFOs as terrestrial craft and secret weapons, theír 
diversity aíone was such that this statement could nardiy be justified. They 
ínclude sucb different observations as daylight discs, landmg marks, strong 
magnetic fields in their vicinity, and abductions 

Tliere ts no shortage of speculations as to what UFOs are, and yeí no sìngle 
tlieory has won acceptance. Seemingly, the most popular theory is that of 
spaceshtps from other planets belonging to distant suns, either in our own Milky 
Way Galaxy or other Galaxies The drawback here is mainly the ìmmense 
distances involved. 

A second theory, involving a psychological concept, is that the sighting, or 
contact, refìects the imagination of ‘unsettled or confused’ minds. 

The most common reaction to seeing a UFO is one of fear, with anxiety, stress 
and other similar emotifflis foílowing. 

Persons suffertng ífom altered staíes of consciousness may hallucmate anythmg; 
as aíso tiiose with disturbed minds 

However, mcst people bave heaítìiy and well-adjusted miuds, and there are often 
several witnesses to a sighting (2-4 on average), so an unbalanced fmagination 
cannot be the primary cause. 

A differart stance taken ìs that UFOs are paranormal phenomena, because they 
matenalise, dematenalise and change shape Entitìes ffom LTOs float through 
docrs and windows; they commumcate tdepathically, effect sudden healings and 
perform other incredible feats. 

Apart from tiiese hypotheses, there is one ofpsychic projection. It is suggested 
that tìie collective subconscious ts capable of projecting physical structures ìnto 
our world. In the past, this took the form of fairies, elves, etc. but the modem 
connotation would probably opt for space and space-related objects or betngs. 
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Again, howsver, this can neither be proved nor disproved. And if this theory is 
acceptable, would not UFO investigators who long to view such evidence, 
matemíise a craft? 

Whereas those who do see them are generally taken by surprise and are not 
ahvays the most likely witnesses 

The Tectonic Strain Theory (TST) 

Tectonìc stiain is caused by various íàctors, but to put it simply, tlie Continents 
on our Earth are stressed by displacement of the Earth’s mantle and build up to 
an earihquake, which releases tremendous energy, after vdiich it staits building 
up agam. 

Accordmg to Dr Michael Persmger, aRjearances of UFOs are correlated to the 
release ofthis energy for a radius from 20-50 Km away, after whid) the energy 
weakens. At this time, the witness (from some distance) will see a glowing mass 
of light. But closer by, he will envisage a structure which he will name as a 
UFO Closer still, íhe strong radiation field will stimulate the tempora! lobe, 
and the witness will tben begm to see a)! the classical phenomena associated 
wrth UFOs, such as landmgs, entities, stc 

Accordingly. then, UFOs and the resultant mvolvement wrth witnesses, are all 
just imagination! However, it is diffrcuìt to accept a sweepmg theory sucb as 
this whsn the whoie UFO syndrome invoives very complex explanations, and 
one certamly cannot throw the baby out with the bath water. 


The Interdimensional Theory 

When one studies some ofthe reports emanating from UFO witnesses, such as 
the sudden appearance and disappearance of the craft, their shrìnkage or 
enlargemait, and often when they divide into two craft or merge into one; then 
one aimost inevitably arrives at the conclusion that we are not dealrng with 
physical ‘nuts and bolts’ craft So, one tums perhaps to the Interdimensional 
Theory advocated by Jacques Vallée in his book ‘Dimensions*. 


Time Trave! 

According to this tlieory, the visitors are from our own íuture, commg back in 
Time, mamly for the purpose of interbreeding (with humans) their possibly 
failmg stock 

This mighthave basis fortruth in that ‘The Greys’ are humanoíd in appearance, 
although much smaller and frail in beanng In order to mmimize any 
mampulaticn of the past on their own future, they have as httle contact with us 
as possible. 'íhis wouid perhaps explam the fact that they do not communicate 
openly with us, nor reply in honesty or fully to wrtnesses’ questions. 

The authors of this paper have many solid and extremely interesting hypotheses 
on various questions that inevitabìy arise in the mind of the serious UFO 
mvestigator. One is patticularly struck by the caíibre of presentation and 
reasonmg crf Beck and vcn Ludwiger, and we are deìigfrted to make our readers 
an offer coming directly fìrom the authors of this paper.

COMMENTS FROM ROLAND ROEIS OF NAMIBIA 

Wiíh refercnce to Case N° 122 (Alien with a Satchel) and the item on Mars, on 
pp 16 and 23 respectively in UFO AFR3NEWS N" 15: 

1) Alien with a Satchel: The drawmg on p.18 shows me two ìnterestmg 
features: 

a) the acroc<phalic head shape 

b) the satchel 

1 possess a srnall soapstone figurine, purchased from a curio shop in Wmdhoek 
ìiiany years ago. I was interested by its shape. three eyes. elongated feead, and 
a sack on its back. I scrabbled around my stuff all mommg but couldn’t find 
the Mind Vlap 1 had produced when l attended a course here at UNAM 
(Uníversity ofNamibia) in Ait Appreciation. A Mind Map is a piece ofpaper 
where thoughts are written down criss-cross and linked with lrnes. However, 
I couldn’t find it at all. 

Why I was looking for the Mind Map was to trace back the name of the ethmc 
tnbe that had produced the figurine All 1 can remember is that it sounded like 
Mazombe (Zimbabwe) 

Anyway, my former source of information, a lady in Berlin, Geimany, had an 
interesting story to tell about it — she ís clairvoyant: 
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The Medicine mari grew veiy old and felt his death was near. So in order 
to tram his successor, he produced small soapstone figurines representing 
the ftiendly spirit world as well as the history of the people of the Eaith. 
Now, it is thetraditian that afterthe successor is instructed and accepted by 
the spirits and the people, all figurmes are destroyed lest the spirits they 
represent take possession of them and live m the matter - rendering them 
less powerfùl. But our shaman died before he could fínish the work and tell 
his pupìl what to do with the sculptures once the traimng was over. That 
is why somebody of the tribe, not knowing and yet enterprising, found and 
sold the sculptures to white busmessmen. That’s how some of these got 
spread all over in private collections, shops, museums, etc. The death of 
the shaman took place 100-150 years ago. The figunne I have represents 
one of those tliat came from Outside; you would say today ‘Aliens’, with 
their crafts and brought to the Batonga and Man on Earth their technology 
and their knowledge, sometimes in exchange for goods like what you call 
‘noble metals’ 

So the bag (load) on the fígurme’s back rspresents the Alien as a giver of 
knowledge: how to work metal, build ’habrtats, heal the sick, etc Thethree 
eyes say it sees all, is all-knowing, and is observing (at that time, 
tiiousands, even hundreds of thousands of years ago, and now, today) - they 
come and observe. They are sometimes of a different Dunension or place, 
and so ‘project’, you could say, their ‘being’ into this world. These 
projections can at times be veiy dense; so that you believe you are seeing 
a real physical being The> r can and do interact with your ‘physicaì’ world 
but are not allowed to mterfere with your ffee w'ill, However, some do not 
obey these laws and abduct, hurt, damage, influence, force.... 

When I saw the rugby-ball-like head I could nct help thinking of the figurine 
and of the many other statuettes being sold here from Zaire, Zambia, 
Zimbabwe, the many rock paintmgs, etc. showìng elongated heads or even 
crescent-moon heads. 

According to my source, they are all extraterrestrials (or faint memories 
thereof). 

That's why I believe that the practice of elongating baby/toddler heads with 
planks and string (ethnic tradition in East and West Africa, North Amenca, 
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\sia) to promcte dam'oyance, may be a forgotten tradition to make people .ike 
theií god ancestors (Sce O Kiss-Maeith, Thc Beginníng was the End; and the 
early publicatíons byZechariah Sitchin, eg Ihc I2th Planet). 

2) Mars 

Dr J J Hurtak did a lot to promote the knowledge of the Face on Mars, the 
Pyramid city rurns, etc. Hirough him my attention was drawn to tiie fact that 
mythological stories should be looked at from quite a diflerent perspective, and 
th'at one should look again at the pyramid cities all over the world: Egypt 
China, Mesopotamia, Siberia (!), North, Central and Soutli Amenca 1 xound 
much of what Hurtaktalked about corroborated by Sitchin, Temple (The Smus 
Enigma), Bauval and Gilbert (Orion Mystery) and of course Von Damken, 
HausdorfF, Ckarroux; and by the lady fxorn Bertin The oldest settlement was 
Tihuar.aco (Lake Titicaca) founded by Sirians and Venusians; early Atiantis 
fbundedbv Sirians, later usutped by Sirians from Uranus and Mars; the revolt 
of the ‘baddies’ (Sirians ffom Mars) and the destniction of the Martian 
civilisation, as welì as the cities in S America, Tibet, Xinxiang, Sibena, etc. 

My Berlin source atso mectioned a conference on extraterrestnals held in that 
citv scme 5 years ago, where several speakers confirmed cpenty thatthe moon 
is álready colonized by the (then) USSR (at the moment those on the moonare 
left to their cwn wits as Russia has no funds to help its own there!), anci Mars 
by the USA - in cooperaticm with ETs in Four-State-Comer-Base (USA). 

It was they who made the Russian probes to Mars fkil; whereas the NASA 
probes are still active but are kept from the public 

The USA knows a lot more about these; but the information rs so 
overwheiming that it would perfbrce have to be released pìecemeal. 

I was happy to read a report in Michael Hesemann's joumal ‘2000 Magazin , 
to the effect that a former American President had ínstructed Spielberg and 
others to produce films, books, etc. to slowly prepare the public for the reahty 
of UFOs, ETs, ancient civilizations, abductions, etc. as well as scientinc 
discoveries which the public knows nothing about. 


The senes of Videos and films calied ‘The X-Fiies’ are a good example of such 
- a senes prepared fbr the purpose of slowly enlightenmg the public, under the 
guise of a popular Scìence Fiction senes.

UPDATE ON EARLIER CASES 

Case N° 50 

Readers may recall the Joliannesburg abducticn case of Phyllis and Diane (UFO 
AFRINEWS N°s. 6,8,10,11) which is the best of very few r abduction cases m 
Africa (as far as we know). 

There were numerous fectors quoted by the two women, whicli I recognised 
immediately, aíthough they were not aware of these similarities in other 
abduction cases 

One of the factors not mentioned previously, was that when she began 
undressing pnor to gomg to becL Phyílis realised that her track suit top was on 
back-to-front. This has emerged as a fairly common pomt among abductees: 
thatthe aliens who undress them for exammation are not always aware of how 
the clcthes shouid be put back on. There are stories of back-to-front clothing 
and inside-oirt clothing; often stories of someone else’s ciothes being put on the 
abductee. 
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A lecent story released by Don Worley in the L'SA is so intnguing tliat í

Case N°129 


I received a phone call froin what I would say was a ‘rebable source’. This iady 
Uves not far from where I do, and ahhough I dcm’t know her personally, her 
family are knowa to me through friends. She had an intrigumg story to tell. 

The main witness involved was a relative of hers; a disabìed nian who owned 
his own car and regularìy drove it to and from the farm where he was livmg 
witli her parents, his aurrt and uncle. 

It was Sundav mght, the 20* October, 1996, and he was on his way home 
between 19:30 and 20:00 hours. He was driving on the o!d Bulawayo Road out 
of Harare (there is an excelient new road whidi runs paraliel to this). Soon after 
passing Filippa’s Dcg/Cat Kennels, there ìs a road to the nght-hand side vshich 
ieads to several fàrms and to Lilfordia School. 

Paul (not his real name) tumed into this road to reach the house where he 
boarded wìth his aunt 

It was then thaí he saw a bright iight descendmg from quite high up in the mght 
sky, As it nearedhim, he was aware of its discoid shape and apparentty thought 
ií might be a ‘Flytng Sauoef Ou his left was a large open field and Paul pulled 
over and stopped the car, watching the descendmg object. 

\s he watched, he saw it land in the centre of the field on his left-hand side. A 
door opened - movmg upwards - cnthe side of the object, and two men m shmy 
black overalls chmbed out of a dome at the top of tbe ^rafl 

At this point, coming towards Paul from the opposite direction, was another 
vehicle, tliis also stopped, but on the nght-hand side of the road. An Afiican 
man got out and both men watched the object in amazemant, Paul couíd hear 
no sound nor see any roovement in the leaves and branches of a small copse of 
trees ciose to the landing site. The eitities were too far away for him to see 
their faces. 
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Apparently they must have then become aware of being watched because Paul 
saw some folding steps suddenly come dowu and the men went quickly mside. 
The door then closed, moving downwards. 


Paui noticed that the machine (whatever it was) was flat undemeath, wtth a 
dome on top and two lights on either side. Undemeath it was a reddish-pink 
colour which grew bnghter as it got to the top of the craft 

Paul is rsc4 quite sure if the craft was on the ground or whether it was hovering. 
It was a large macliine, easily as big as the tree it stood ciose to; round about 
4-5 metres high. 

At this point, the other man (whom I cannot trace at this time) ran across to 
Paul, indtcating for him to roll down his window. He was known to Paul: a 
former whotravelied in the area buying beans (rnainly) and other vegetables to 
re-sell t.o street vendors and customers in town. 

He shouted to Paul, 'Get out of here, get out quickly. Those are tsotsis over 
there!’ 

With tiiat, he raced back to his vehícle (I’m not sure if this was a small truck or 
a car) and both men started up their engmes and drove off fast 

IPaul later said that as the craft took off m a North-easteriy direction, he could 
hear a faint humming sound.] 

When Paul reached homc, his aunt reported that he appeared shaken up and 
shocked. 

I found this story fascinating and was mtngued by several factors: 

a) Couid 4 liave been a helicopter? On checking, this seemed hardly likely 
as they rarely fly at night and according to Paul, there was no noise 
whai it landed and only ‘a faint humming' when it took off He couìd 
see no rotors, nor were the nearby trees disturbed when it took off. Not 
helicopter behaviour at all! 
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b) When the Garmer shouted to Paul to ‘get out', did he sav they were 
tsotsis . which are robbers or muggers, or did he say tokoloshes , 3 
malevòleot dwarf-Iike creature preymg especiaily on women and 
prevalent m the local cultural beliefs? 

COMMEMTARY 

Unfortunately, two days later, when 1 spoke to the person who first reported the 
story to me, she no longer wanted to communicate. Her husband beheved that 
tìie whole affàir was demonic and didnot want her to be involved with anythmg 
to dowith UFOs. 

I respect her wishes and would never involve her or her family — as T pointed 
oat — but unfortunately even the promise of anonymity did not help. 

\part from several other people knowing about this, it was too fascinating a 
case to ignore, and ahhough I have made many efforts to contact the Afhcan 
famier — through UFO AFRINEWS N°15; through the press with 
advertisements in the Personal column, through the ZBC, where a friend 
broadcast an appeal on radio, and through peisonal comact with peopie in the 
area — I have not been able to trace hmi 

I have been to the area twice witìi our Team. It is an isolated spot and onìy one 
ortwo vehides drove by while we were there The fíeld has a barbed wire fence, 
knee-high grass and near the centre, a large black (bumed) log lying on the 
ground Apparentìy the craft landed or hovered near where the log lay. 

Gunter Hofèr, technicjan, found no excessive radiation and there was uo metal 
detection, despite movmg over the field m alt directions. Tlie barbed wire 
surrounding the property presented a bit of a problem fbr me as I m no slim, 
modei-type, but eventualíy, with help from the men, 1 made ìti 

We took some samples of the bumed log but I m almost certain it was stiuck 
by lightning - prevalent in Zimbabwe - as it is an isolated tree. 

The grass appeared cropped round tlie log, but there were cattle in a nearby 
field, arsd as tbis land lay fallow, we presumed it was used for cattle grazmg. 
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AJthough I iiaveno real proof of the story, I know that the lady who reported it 
to me wouíd not he and I am canvinced it a!) happened as she said it did. But 
without quesfionmg the witnesses (eiíher one would do), I cannot possibly venfy 
it out of hand. I am stili trying to reach one or the other and will comment on 
this when confirmation comes to hand.

VISITORS TO AFRICA 

Africa is pretty remote when it comes to speakers from overseas! I know 
Tìniothy Good came to South Africa some years ago, but when approached 
more recently he indicated that he was heavily commítted to his business and his 
writing, vriiich is completely understandable. But maybe, one of these days? 

In November 1994 we had the opportunity of meeting Dr John E Mack, 
Professor of Psychiatry at Cambridge Medical School {attached to Harvard 
University, USA). He spoke in both Johannesburg (South Africa) and Harare 
(Zimbabwe), as weil as appeaiing on television m AGENDA down south and 
being irrterviewed in Zimbabv?e by Jill Darke. His main objective was to 
mterview the children of Ariel School in Ruwa, Zimbabwe, and he came away 
wíth some startlmg material from this. 

Thanks to John Mack, there has been a great deal of favourable publicity for 
Anei Schooi. He also gave an excellent presCTtation of the American abduction 
scene to peopie here wbo were hardly aware of this syndrome 

The Hellenic Club in Harare, where the talk took ptace, was packed with over 
300 pecple, a token ofthe respect in which Dr Mack is heíd, and several people 
of note were present. 

Thts year has also been an interestmg year fbr Zimbabwe as Michael 
Hesemann, editor of Magazin 2000' in Germany and TV fílm producer, as well 
as a weíl-balanced and sincere UFO mvestigator, came to Africa in early 
March 

One of his assignments was to check out the alleged UFO crash m Lesotho, and 
he confirmed what your Edrtors had alreadv established: thaí there was no proof 
of the existence of any of the people mentioned in Leribe, Lesotlio. We also 
fumished him with further evidence that the Coionel and General mentioned in 
the ‘documents’ are certainlv not members of the South African Intelligence 
(See UFO AFRINEWS N°Í4, July 1996). 

Apart from anythmg else, no way could a battalion of soldiers be flown to 
Leribe in the space of time that van Greunen estimated in his documents. 
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Unless, of course, they were using spacecraft! 

Hesemann gaw a successful talk in Harare at the Uoiversity of Zimbabwe’s 
Medical Schooì Main Lecture Theatre, where we estimate that 300 people 
attended We saw some wonderfui video footage, where - if you didn t blink 
your eye - a hovenng craft threw down two beams of light. We were also 
brougiít up to date on the Mexico sighting by Carios Diaz, where the brilhant 
colours segmented into the UFO were clearly seen. vVe saw moving pictures of 
cra ft we had csily dreamed about, and listened to ufoìogists discussing on video, 
what really was going on around our Earth. 

Wake up, Africai You should all know what is happening, and whether you 
believe it or not, is not the issue here. So, stop, look and listesn, and than make 
up vour mind. No ctie is forcing you mto anything. But if you re wise, you wi!l 
at least familiarise yourself with wiiat is going on! 


FOUL-SMELLING UFO? 

Akhougji this ìtem doesn’t really fell into the category of UFOs <the spacecraft 
type), it did occur m Zimbabwe, m Afnca and has not really been identified! 

On the 8* January, 1997, at approx 11 am, Mrs Movo heard a noise whìch 
sounded to her iike a large bird diving ouí of the sky, but even louder than that. 
She then saw a blue object (about the size of a football) hit the ground about 
100 metres from her house and explode on impact 

All this took place at Tsmalvemba in the Matobo distnct, west of Gwanda in 
Matabeleìand The vilíagere sent a voutìi to call the police but at the same time, 
Lazarus Mhlange, a reporter for the Zimbabwe Broadcasting Corporation. was 
in the area and was able to fihnthe object, The object gave off a pungent smell 
and melted mto a blue-green slime. The police took a sample but on contacting 
the Met Office in Butawayo, were told that it was a small meteorite and they 
then destroyed the sample. 


1 havs a collection of William Corliss’ books on various anomalíes such as this, 
and he has reported on severaí occasions about ice falls of this nature which he 
maintains are from the overfiow in aircraft toiiets. When a high-fiying plane 
(such as a Boemg 747) tands, toiíets are cíeaned wíth a blue disinfectant. 
Sometimes, under prcssure, the blue dismfectant spills out of overloaded toilets 
and freezes at the heights the planes fly, then might work loose and fall to the 
ground. I was almost certain that this was what the imknown object in 
T smalyemba was. 

But now iny friend Albert Benajam has sent me another explanation, gleaned 
frcxn a rqsort in THE NEW YORK TLMES NATIONAL ofThui-sday, May 29, 
1997, corroborated by E.B. Etherídge of Harare, to whom I am grateful for 
ancther cutting from TTME Magazine of June 9, 1997. Both these cuttings refer 
to thousands of ‘snowballs’ which bombard Earth each year, adding iiquidto 
our air and seas Some could be about 12-15 metres in diameter or the size of 
a small honse, but break up at hesghts of 950-24 000 km above Earth, so we are 
in no danger fforn them. This does not account for the strong smell of the fell 
at Matobo, but how can one account fbr tlie core of these small comets? 

So there you are: loo blue, or meteorites? What a pity the police were so quick 
to destroy the evidence!
